TACT AND DIPLOMACY SWEEPS BANQUET 


As He Speaks African Tongue 


Canetown, South Africa, May 3.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—The pri- 
vate dinner given the Prince of Wales 
in parliament building Saturday niglit 
not only was the occasion for a demon- 
stration of enthusiastic loyalty, but is 
being hailed as an historic event ow- 
ing to fhe prince's tact and diplomacy. 
Many nationalist members of parlia- 
ment said today it had brought a new 
eru to South Africa. 

Not the least contribution to che 
events of the function was the fact 
that Wales delivered part of his speech 
in the native vernacular, which stirred 
the assemblage to tremendous enthusi- 
asm. 

The speaker of the house, who pre- 
sided at the dinner, declared the ban- 
qnet would climinate every trace »f 
bitterness, that the two white races 
were united, and that the prince's 
visit had strengthened the spirit of 
cooperation and optimism.

As soon as silence was obtained, 
the prince began his speech. 

“T realize,” he-said, “that this warm 
welcome is recognition to me as the 
king’s eldest son, as the heir to the 
throne, under which the members of 
the commonwealth are free to develop 
each on its own lines, but all to worx 
tozether as one.” 

The climax came when the prince? 
said: ‘“*Meneer die speaker” and pro- 
ceedes to speak in African to a tre- 
mendous outburst of cheers, which 
prevented the prince from continuing 
for some minutes. He most ‘sincerely 
thanked the people of Africa for the 
hospitality aecorded him and hoped 
that his visit would aid their mutual 
knowledge and cooperation.

New Airplane 


Engine Beats 


Liberty Motor 


'“Cyclone,” Which Is Air- 


Cooled, Weighs 40 Per 
Cent Less Than Liberty. 


Washington, May 3.—An _air- 
cooled airplane engine of forty per 


cent less weight than the Liberty 
motor, built for the navy has given 
a satisfactory performance in a test 
flight with a navy torpedo plane from 
Paterson, N. J., to Washington. 

The engine, which is the largest 
air-cooled aeroplane motor: that has 
been produced in this country. was 
built by the Wright Aeronautical Cor- 
poration at Paterson. In tests the 
plane equipped with it climbed at the 
rate of 1,000 feet a minute. took off 
with a very short run in eight seconds, 
and landed under control with a 
greatly reduced landing s . It cov- 
ered the 230 miles from Paterson to 
Washington in one hour and fifty 
minutes, a remarkably fast time for 
a heavy duty plane. 

The engine is of 450-horsepower 
and has been named the “Cyclone.” 
Whereas the weight of the J.iberty 
installation invelves 5.2 unds per 
horsepower, that of the “Cyclone” in- 
volves but two pounds. ,

system is regarded as of high import- 
anee from a military standpoint, as 
it makes the plane less vulnerable to 
attack.

‘“‘A considerable number of Jews 
became officers in the continental 
forces. 

Jews Who Served in Army. 

“The records show at least four 
Jews who served as lieutenant colo- 
nels, three as mujors and certainly 
six, probably mort, as captains. Ma- 
jor Benjamin Nones has been refer- 
red to as the Jewish Lafavette. He 
came from France in 1777, enlisted 
in the continentals as a volunteer pri- 
vate, served on the staffs of both 
Washington and Lafayette, and later 
was attached to the command of 
Raron de Kalb, in which were a 
number of Jews. When De Kalb was 
fatally wounded in the thickest of 
the fighting at the battle of Camden, 
the three officers who were at hand 
to bear him from the field were Ma- 
jor Nones, Captain De La Motta. and 
Captain Jacob de Leon, all of them 
Jews. It is interesting to know that 
at the time of the revolution there 
was a larger Jewish element in the 
southern colonies than would have 
been found there at most later peri- 
ods, and these Jews of the Carolinas 
and Georgia were ardent supporters 
of the revolution. One corps of in- 
fantry raised in Charleston, 8S. C.., 
was composed preponderantly of 
Jews, and they gave a splendid ac- 
count of themselves in the fighting 
in that section. 

“To go forward on the same broad-

{ional development thus far must be 
our aim.

The tests are to be made by the 


| “Seashore” method, introduced by Dr. 


; 


‘arl E. Seashore, perhaps the most 
eminent experimental psychologist in 
the country. They are given thre ugh 
phonograph records and test the in- 
dividual sense of pitch, intensity, con- 
sonance (harmony) memory, time and 
rhythm. 

George F. Lindner, director of the 
Atlanta Conservatory of Music, has 
offered two free scholarships, one in 
violin and one in voice, for the two 
ehildren who show the greatest nat- 
ural talent of all those tested. Th 2 
scholarships are for the balance of 
ihe current term and will serve to 
illustrate the correctness of the tests 
and to start the two leaders off on 
their musical careers, 

Professor Peacock, one of the ex- 
nerts who will conduct these clinics. 
in deseribing the “Seashore” tests and 
their basis on Sunday. said that the 
tests were for musical talent. which 
is inborn. hereditary and not for 
musical ability, which is acquired as 
the result of practice, education and 
learning. 

Meaning of Talent. 

“Talent means trait, capacity, origi- 
nal endowment,” said Professor Pea- 
cock. “It is transmitted from gener- 
ation to generation. Seme children 
are tone deaf. Some people are col- 
or blind. No woman is color blind, 
or can be: but her sons may inherit 
color blindness from her and trans- 
mit it to their children. Her daugh- 
ters, though never color blind, may 
transmit the trait to their sons. This 
is the law of inheritance of traits. 

“To ‘tone-deaf’ children the power 
of pitch discrimination is lost. Many 
tones ‘sound alike to them.’ You 
ean never teach them to sing, out you 
mnay teach them to play—make canned 
music. like a pianola. They may 
become expert performers, may a¢- 
quire technique, may read music at 
sight, but must have the music before 
them. They have execution only. 
They can never make musicians. 

“To color-blind people green and red 
appear as gray. They can never 
learn color discrimination. 

“The Seashore tests originated in 
the University of Iowa. where the au- 
thor is professor of psychology. They 
are used as standardized testS of mu- 
sical talent in all other universities. 
They have been reduced to Grafanola 
records, and they are played on the 
ordinary music machines. 

“The Seashore records are six in 
number, measuring six elements or 
factors of the musical mind. namely: 
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Discriminations in pitch, intensity, 
consonance (harmony) memory, time 
and rhythm. The musical mind rates 
high in tonal discrimination. 

“Some children have no appreciation 
of time, just as some soldiers can not 
keep step; they can never be taugat 
to keep step; they are without the 
power of muscular coordination, or 
motor coordination. 

No Sense of Rhythm. 

“Some children are born without a 
sense of rhythm, and they can never 
hope to acquire it by practice. They 
cannot read poetry, or appreciate ‘he 
meter of poetry, which is based on 
rbvthm. 

“Just as eve sight and hearing may 
he improved, so may musical ability 
but not talent, be developed. Eyes 
defective at birth (and ears) may be 
improved and corrected (but perfect- 
ed—never !). 

“Many successful music teachers 
have less musical capacity than some 
of their pupils, though their pupils 
may not have had the opportunity to 
demonstrute their talent. Such pu- 
pils should be t.ained in music. | 

“The musical “genius” is born fich 
in talent. Witness the great Bach 
family of musicians and geniuses vt 
Europe, twenty-five in two genera- 
tions. 

“Discover the children of superior 
musical talent and spend money in 
their education. They wi'l never shut 
up the pi..no as soon as they get mar- 
ried. On the other hand, why should 
n mother spend thousands on a fond 
daughter, whose life is made miserable 
hy forced practice, with the certainty 
that musie will never become her ‘av- 
ocation? ” 

Well-Known Psychologist. 

Mr. Codington, who is one of the 
foremost psychologists in the south, 
is an Atlanta lawyer who has devoted 
many years of study to. this subject 
and who has frequently lectured on 
psychology in Atlanta. He will look 
for certain physical characteristics 
in the children admitted i» the clinics, 
which traits have been marked char- 
acteristics of practically all great mu- 
sicians of the past. 

“We may find a great musical ge- 
nius. never before suspected, in some 
Atlanta child,” said Mr. Codington 


Sunday. “And, on the other hand. 
we may find that some child who ts 
taking music lessons is totally un- 
fitted as a musician, and that the 
money, time and effort being speut 
on a musical education is being 
thrown «way and might better be

NOT THE LASH! 

The recommendation of the 
Fulton grand jury that flogging be 
resumed in the convict camps of 
the county has naturally brought 
forth a storm of protests. 

The use of the lash in disciplin- 


ing prisoners in Georgia was dis- | 


continued in 1923, after a long and 
bitter fight, and after many evi- 
dences of inhumanity in its use had 
been brought to the attention of 
Governor Hardwick. 

The Constitution at the time 
heartily sustained the crusade of 
the Prison Welfare committee, 
headed by Charles N. Walker, and 
is just as strongly of the opinion 
today as then that flogging should 
never be resorted to in the admin- 
istration of punishment. There 
have been too many evidences of 
gross brutality in connection with 
the use of the lash—too many evi- 
dences of deaths were resulting 
from this mode of discipline. The 
case in Florida several months ago 
has not been forgotten. 

Convicts must be disciplined, 
and there are undoubtedly many 
who will not be tractable to the 
rules and regulations of a camp. 
‘The privilege system will work in 
most instances, but in some it will 
not. But there is not a satisfac- 


ory excuse for excessive brutality | 
ad | all classes, visited the exhibition last 


and torture. We are not living in 
the dark ages, nor are we supposed 
to be governed in the spirit of the 
days of inquisition. The grand 
jury is probably correct in holding 
some of the present-day methods 
of discipline as brutal. This should 
not be. The prison is certainly not 
to be made inviting in the sense 
that it fails to properly punish, 
but also it is not to be administered 
inhumanly. The confinement is 
punishment. The restriction of 
privileges is a greater punishment. 
There are other punishments even 
more severe that do not even bor- 
‘der upon brutality by torture and 
other inhuman methods. 

The man-power of the convicts 
“ should be properly conserved so 
that they may be kept at hard 
dabor, if physically able to labor. 
Torture does not conserve physi- 
cal strength. It destroys or impairs 
it. The lash not only impairs man- 
power, but creates a dangerous 
spirit of prison rebellion, and 
oreaks down morale. 

Flogging should not be resumed. 
Inhumanity should not be indulged 
in. There are better ways that 
get better results without lessening 
the punishments justly imposed for 
crime.

| HEALTH TALKS 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


FLABBINESS. 

Paterson, a British child specialist, 
writing oh the “Hypotonic (Flabby) 
Child,” says that faetors which tend 
to depress factors which tend to stim- 
ulate metabolism cure flabbiness. 

This unquestionably applies’ to 
youths and young adults ss it does to 
children. But after all it is just talk- 
ing in words of many syllables with 
out saying anything. It conveys per- 
haps an indirect idea of what metab- 
olism if. Metabolism is at present 
widely prevalent; nearly everybody 
has a touch of it, and seme folks have 
it badly. Charley the iceman was tell- 
ing Vie the movie manager hov. low 
he had been, and he explained. that 
his latest specialist had discovered 
what was really the matter with him 
—he had basal matabolism. Vic re- 
sponded with a pietuzresque description 
of his own seige of articular arthritis. 
and I hated to leave but I felt it 
was time to revert back again al- 
ready yet to my essential calling. 

Now another little bite of the Brit- 
iah pediatrist’s essay on flabbinexss 
and then we can clear up the metab- 
olism question. 

Paterson enumerates the follow- 
ing factors which tend to depress 
metabolism and produce flabbiness in 
children: (1) confinement, and lack 
of exercise, fresh air and sunshine— 
we have a ean word or two to say 
about this factor later. (2) Over- 
clothing, with consequent heat re- 
tention—and this, too. (3) Over- 
feeding. or over-calorying in relation 
to the child’s output of energy in the 
day. The chief fault in the feedinz. 
Paterson says, is too much cereal. 
When the cereal preparations are too 
liberally used in ‘the child's diet, as 
often happens in America. the child 
usually receives insufficient protein 
and insufficient animal fat, and all 
of. the prepared cereal foods are too 
poor in vitamins. 

For the first factor, indoor life,

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lack of exercise, frésh air and sun- 
shine, the degenerate love for the 
luxury and petty conveniences of flat 
dwelling in American urban life is 
in part responsible. A kid is out of 
luck if his parents succumb to this: 
weakness. And then they plead 
economy as the excuse for filling 
themselves and their children (if any) 
away in pigeon holes, and plead braz- 
enly with the last word in flivvers in 
the neighborhood garage and all sorts 
of costly dewdags about the apart- 
ment. Factor No. 1 and factor No. 2 
(overclothin,) must be credited in 
part to the bad teaching of incompe- 
tent publie health officers in Ameri- 
ca, for certainly the natural tendency 
is for parents to take a more whole- 
some view of this matter, and were it 
not for the reactionary spirit of the 
old fogies who hold jobs as health 
officers the average youngster might 
have a fair show. As it is, a good‘ 
many intelligent parents are beginning 
to see the absurdity of the notion 
that a youngster enjoying himself in 
the cold or wet can suffer any evil 
from his fun. The health rate among 
children invrease in porportion as 
parents rid their minds of this medie- 
val superstition. 

Paterson advises as factors which 
tend to stimulate metabolism and 
cure flabbiness, reduction of the 
cereals, the administration of say half 
a tespoon of plain eod liver oil daily 
to supply the vitamins needed. and 
of course wholesome open air play at 
least two hours daily. He. particu- 
larly suggests “scanty clothing to in- 


crease heat loss from the skin.”

Chieago, May 3.—The general ag- 
ricultural situation in the United 
States is the most cheerful in five 
years, according to the new Sears- 
Roebuck agricultural foundation in- 
dex, just issued after an exhaustive 
analysis of reports from 1,512 field 
observers throughout the nation. 

These 1,512 observers, taking 100 
as normal, considered crop conditions, 
prices received for agricultural prod- 
ucts, prices paid for commodities the

farmer buys, price prospects and the 
general outlook for agriculture. On 
this basis, they found that the May 1 
index of farm conditions is 83.6. The 
observers’ reports indicate that the 
American farmer is. slowly, but sure- 
ly getting back to normalcy. 

Farm Work Ahead. 

Farm work is from ten days to two 
weeks ahead of normal, the index re- 
ports. A dry April over most of the 
country gave the farmers an oppor- 
cunity to prepare the land and get 
their planting well under way, so that 
76.5 per cent of the spring planting 
and plowing was completed on May 1. 
The prevailing higher prices of wheat, 
hogs, dairy and poultry products 


increase crop acreage. 

A widespread deficiency of mois- 
ture is reported, however, which sub- 
sequent rains must make good unless 
crops are to suffer. In the far south-

ARMS SALE MEET 


Geneva, May 3.—The league of na- 
tions’ conference to seek control of 
the international traffic in weapons of 
war will convene Monday with the 
United States occupying the dominant 
position among the thirty-odd nations 
represented. Besides endeavoring to 
produce a new convention for the con- 
trol of traffic in arms and munitions, 
the conference will ascertain whether 
the control of private manufacture of 
war materials is possible through in- 
ternational agreement. 

Restricting Traffic. 

Progress toward either objective de- 
pends upon the United States, now one 
of the world’s largest producers and 
exporters of war materia!. The other 
nations represented around the con- 
ference table Monday probably will 
go as far as the United States cares 
to go toward restricting the _ traffic, 
but they certainly will not go further.

Chicago, May 3.—Summons to ap- 
pear before the federal grand jury 
have been issued to practically all fur- 
niture manufactureers in Evansville, 
Ind., and the surrounding territory. 

This is the first step in the broad 
investigation of the furniture industry 
by the governnient to determine wheth- 
er or not there has been a nation-wide 
conspiracy to maintain high prices. 

The investigation is being conducted 
by Roger Shale and William Denham, 
special attorneys general of the United 
States. 

The charge that furniture prices 
have never dropped from their war-

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Georgia Income 
TaxPayments 


Washington, May 3.—(Special.)— 
Georgia’s contribution to the federal 
government in income taxes for the 
first nine months of the fiscal 
which ends June 30, this year, drop- 
ped £2.096,708.75 from the collee- 
the first nine months of 
the last fiscal year, ending June 30, 
1924, a treasury estimate. shows. 

Total collections fer the  nine- 
month period this fiscal year were 
$11,8S8S8.458.89, compared with $15.- 
985,167.64 last year. 

This reduction shows the extent of 
cuts made under the new law, under 
which but one collection has been 
made. ‘The decrease is due_ partly, 
too, to previous reductions made in 
some of the miscellaneous taxes. 

Both income taxes and = miscelli- 
neous taxes are included in the totals 
shown, and decreases are shown in 
both. Ineome taxes totalled $10.151,- 
314.51 for the nine-month period last 
vear, and $9,.739.286.19 for this vear. 
Miscellaneous taxes dropped = from 
$3.833.953.13 last year to $2,149,- 
172.70 this year.

T met him in his office in the Con- 
tinental and Commercial Bank build- 


ing of Chicago, of which he is chair- | 


man of the board of directors. He 
seemed to have plenty of time and his 
large glass-topped desk had nothing 
on it but a large blotter, unsoiled. 

“Mr. Reynolds.” I asked, just what 
does that overworked word ‘inflation,’ 
48 applied to money and credit, really 
mean?’ 

His smile was a pleasant one as he 
said: 

“Well, perhaps |] can tell you. The 
only definition of inflation that I have 
found satisfactory is this: Inflation 
occurs when there is an increase in 
money, in circulation and demand de- 
posits, at a rate more rapid than the 
increase in the volume of trade. That 
sounds a little involved but it isn’t. 
The essential fact fs that inflation in- 
volves a relationship between the vol- 
ume of money and credit on 
hand and the volume of trade on 
other.” ; 

“In other words, inflntion is that 
situation in which the volume of mon- 
ey and demand deposits increase faster 
than the volume of trade?” I inquired. 

“Exactly,” he continued. “To 
some people this definition of _ in- 
flation may seem too narrow, but in 
my opinion a lot of unnecessary dis- 
turbance of business confidence would 
be avoided if this definition 
regularly used.” 

“Under~+this definition. is 
danger of inflation at this time in 
the United States?” 

“It is much easier to define infla- 
tion than to measure it,” he declared. 
“But a study of money in circula- 
tion and demand deposits, measured 
against the volnme of trade—indi- 
cated by car loadings and bank deb- 
its—does not suggest that we now 
have any inflation. Neither does a 
comparison of these figures with the 
general price level. Again, multiple 
orders for goods, accompanied by can- 
cellations. are usually a sign of in- 
flation. I do not now find such a 
condition.

We do not know 
Low much or how fast, but we seem 
to be on our way.

“What are the present basic facts 
about national banking which the 
American people should know?’ he 
was asked, 

“The American’ pecple should get 
clearly in mind the principle of re- 
serve banking as applied by the fed- 
eral reserve «system, and the differ- 
ence between cummercial and invest- 
ment banking, 

‘The federal reserve system was or- 
ganized to protect business and ap- 
plies only to commercial as distin- 
guisheu from investment banking. A 
federa] reserve bank can make loans, 
only against the ‘security of paper 
which arises out of commercial traus- 
actions. If it could operate in the 
investment field—if it could make 
loans aganst stocks and bonds—it 
would cease to be a commercial bank- 
ing system. It would be in the posi- 
tion of supplying capital, the capital 
of commerce, for practically perma- 
nent investment. It would lose its li- 
quidity and become uscless to com- 
merce, if not a positive menace to the 
soundness of commercial credit. That’s 
why it is expressly forbidden for the 
banks to make loans against the se- 
curity of stocks and bonds, except

Can Make Loans. 


“The federal reserve banks can and 
do make Joans against United States, 
government bonds and notes. ‘They 
are fiscal agents of the government

“The federal reserve banks can take 
gold on deposit. buy and sell bullion, 
pay it out or hold jit in reserve. Other 
banks can do the same. But under- 
stand, if America’s gold is to be used 
to aid foreign nations to return to 
monetary suundness, it must be bought 
by such nations with promises to pay 
—gq transaction of borrowing or Jend- 
ing—or with goods and services; both 
transactions of trade. 

“This is an important point. We 
¢an export gold only if it is so bought. 
I take it that we are gving to lend 
money abroad only if conditions suit 
us and the security is satisfactory. It 
seems that we are ambitious to sell in 
foreign markets and are jealous of our 
own markets. In a word, the question 
of the disnosition of our bhuze gold 
surplus ts not what we desire to do 
or whyt we should do, but what inter- 
national commercial precesses dictate.

“Efforts to tie the Federal Reserve 
system to the investment side of 
banking are continual. Fortunately 
they are diminishing in strength. 

“The publie should understand the 
Federal reserve system is not a mir- 
acle worker. It is a delicate piece 
of machinery, designed for one pur- 
pose, and fortunately, so far, power- 
ful enough to pull up the known hills. 
But if it is loaded down with other 
merchandise than comme-vcial credit, 
it will stall and slip back off the 
road.

The beef cattle industry’s trouble has 
Jain in continued over-production, des- 
pite a consumption that has grown 


steadily since 1921. Now, however, 
department of agriculture economists 
predict better times, the basis of theu 
forecast being a liquidation of the po- 
tentional supply of beef, accompanied 
by prices higher than those which pre- 
vailed a year ago. ‘The estimated 
number ofall cattle on farms on 
January 1 was 1,500,000 head less 
than the number reported! a year ago, 
while the number of beef cattle during 
this same period declined 2,000,000 
head, from 41,720,000 to 39,609,000. 

Improvement in credit condition 
has accompanied improvement in 
general conditions surrounding the 
cattle industry. Many loans extended 
at hrigh rates of interest during the 
war and afterward renewed because 
low cattle prices made their payment 
difficult have now been cleared up.

000 had, by last November 30, com- 
pletely repaid this indebtedness and 
only 21.9 per cent of the total amount 
originally advanced by the corporation 
to all live stock loan companies were 
still unpaid.

New Orleans, May 3.—The cotton 
market has been at times fairly ac- 
tive the past week and at other times 
extremely dull. Trading has been 
largely professional and price fluctua- 
tions, while frequent, have been limit- 
ed to a moderate daily range. During 
the first part of the week, values pur- 
sued a downward trend owing to the 
breaking of the long drouth in Texas 
by fairly general rains in that state. 
The first effect on the Hindenburg 
election in Germany on the financial 
markets helped the easier tone in cot- 
ton, although the improved crop pros- 
pects resulting from the rains in Texas 
was the dominating influence. 

During the first few days of the 
week prices eased off about #7 points 
on July and elose to 60 points on 
October, but the fact that the gov-

Foreword from Mr. Burbank 


This series of articles has been prepared by Mrs. Urquhart by my 
aid and permission for the benefit of all who may not know how to 
proceed in the delightful health giving pastime of home gardening, 
and to ~elieve mez of thousands of letters to which I have no time for 


LILIES. 
Looking over the list of summer- 


blooming bulbs, it was hard to decide 
which to plant first—lilies or gladioli, 
especially as I knew that Mr. Bur 
bank had made extensive expericents 
with both, but finally lilies were 
chosen. First, I asked him about 
their practical planting and culture 
before going on to more interesting 
details. 

**Lilies.”” said Mr. Burbank, “re- 
quire a light, fertile soil, just as bulbs 
do in general, also well-drained, and 
each bulb planted in sand with no 
manure touching the bulb. 

“It is usually best to cover the 
bulbs about four inches deep with 
the exception of the lilium auratum 
which should be planted from 8 to 
12 inches deep; as in this species new 
bulbs form over the old one and 
soon bring toe bulbs to the surface. 
And here I must remind the grower 
that Jilies are frequently lost if left 
too long in the same place. 

“The base of the bulb is attacked 
by underground insects which, if left 
undisturbed year after year, increase 
until they destroy the bulb. The rem- 
edy is to dig the bulbs and remove 
them to another lecatien’ where the 
soil has been sterilized by baking or 
by the use of gerinicides.” 

“Ts it not best to plant nearly all 
the bulbs in the autumn?” 

“Yes,” said Mr. Burbank, “most of 
them should be planted then, and 
liium candidum and testaceum even 
late in the summer, but we may still 
plant the bulbs of lilium aratum, I. 
elegans, 1. henryii, 1. speciosum, I. 
trigrinum, 1. sugerbum and others.” 

“Plenty to make a fine show this 
summer,” I thought, “and I must learn 
the names by heact so I may give 
them their proper titles.” 

Mr. Burbank here proceeded to give 
a bit of technical instruction as to 
names. It was something like learn- 


ing a new language or the vocabulary 
of musical terms! 

“The first name of a plant of any 
kind is the Latin name for the genius 
or family to which it belongs, while 
the second name is the name of the 
species or kind; as for instance; ilium 
speciosum, meaning the “showy” 
species of the lily family. If a third 
name is added as album or rubrum, 
it denotes a variety of: the species, in 
this case white or red.” 

On reflection it seemed quite right 
and proper that flowers and trees 
should be called by their own family 
and first names, in spite of the fact 
that some of the everyday names have 
become pleasantly familiar, as Easter 
lily, mandonna or annunciation lily. 
gold-banded lily of Japan, tiger lily, 
ete. 

“Several of- our most beautiful 
lilies,” continued Mr. Burbank, “came 
from China and Japan, as the lilium 
speciosum, |. regale, 1, auratum, (the 
golden-banded lily) and 1. hansoni. 
These and the others on our list will 
be in-hloom from June to September. 
and will be happiest planted in the 
hardy borders where they can be 
shaded and sheltered by the perennia! 
plants around them, and where bea 
tiful combinations of color can be 
made when blended with the summer 
blooming perennials.” 

‘You have not put down the native 
Pacifie coast lilies on our list, and 
some of them grow well in the west.” 

“Yes.” said Mr. Burbank. “the 
Humboldtii and the Washington Par- 
ryi, rubescens, parvuin, pardalinum 
ingtonium, and these are interesting 
also because of the thuasands = of 
hybrids which I have pruduced from 
them.”

The victimes of automobile accidents 
numbered nearly twice as many men 
as were killed and wounded in the 
American army during the war, it is 
pointed out by the national bureau of 
casualty and surety underwriters, 
which has made these figures public. 

One figure offers some consolation 
for those who are fighting to reduce 
this great annual toll. The rate of 
increase for the, year 1924 was much 
smilier than that for 1923, although 
the toll was larger.
